Section 185. The sum of $700,000, or so much thereof as
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may be necessary, 1is appropriated from the Secretary of State
Police Services Fund to the Secretary of State for purposes as
indicated by the grantor or contractor or, in the case of money
bequeathed or granted for no specific purpose, for any purpose
as deemed appropriate by the Director of Police, Secretary of
State in administering the responsibilities of the Secretary of

State Department of Police.

Section 190. The sum of $300,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1is appropriated from the O0Office of the
Secretary of State Grant Fund to the Office of the Secretary of
State to Dbe expended in accordance with the terms and

conditions upon which such funds were received.

Section 195. The sum of $24,300, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the State Library Fund to increase the
collection of books, records, and holdings; to hold public
forums; to purchase equipment and resource materials for the
State Library; and for the upkeep, repair, and maintenance of

the State Library building and grounds.

Section 205. The sum of $13,500,000, or so much thereof
as may be necessary, 1s appropriated from the Secretary of

State Identification Security and Theft Prevention Fund to the
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Office of Secretary of State for all costs related to
implementing identification security and theft ©prevention

measures.

Section 210. The sum of $%2,600,000, or so much thereof
as may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the Driver Services Administration Fund
for the payment of costs related to the issuance of temporary
visitor’s driver’s licenses, and other operational costs,
including personnel, facilities, computer programming, and data

transmission.

Section 215. The sum of $2,350,000, or so much thereof
as may be necessary, 1s appropriated from the Monitoring Device
Driving Permit Administration Fee Fund to the Office of the
Secretary of State for all Secretary of State costs associated
with administering Monitoring Device Driving Permits per Public

Act 95-0400.

Section 220. The sum of $250,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1is appropriated from the Indigent BAIID Fund
to the Office of the Secretary of State to reimburse ignition

interlock device providers per Public Act 95-0400.

Section 225. The sum of $55,000, or so much thereof as
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may be necessary, 1is appropriated to the Secretary of State
from the Illinois Professional Golfers Association Junior Golf
Fund for grants to the Illinois Professional Golfers
Association Foundation to help Association members expose

Illinois youngsters to the game of golf.

Section 230. The sum of $125,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1is appropriated to the Secretary of State
from the Agriculture 1in the Classroom Fund for grants to
support Agriculture in the Classroom programming for public and

private schools within Illinois.

Section 235. The sum of $40,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Secretary of State
from the Boy Scout and Girl Scout Fund for grants to the
Illinois divisions of the Boy Scouts of America and the Girl

their families in accordance with its Articles of

Incorporation.
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Section 245. The sum of $0, or so much thereof as may be
necessary, 1s appropriated to the Secretary of State from the
Illinois EMS Memorial Scholarship and Training Fund for grants
to the EMS Memorial Scholarship and Training Council for
providing scholarships for graduate study, undergraduate study,
or both, to children and spouses of emergency medical services
(EMS) personnel killed in the course of their employment and

for grants for the training of EMS personnel.

Section 250. The sum of $5,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the Rotary Club Fund for grants for

charitable purposes sponsored by the Rotary Club.

Section 255. The sum of $15,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the Ovarian Cancer Awareness Fund for

Section 270. The sum of $35,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1is appropriated to the Secretary of State
from the International Brotherhood of Teamsters Fund for grants
to the Teamsters Joint Council 25 Charitable Trust for
religious, charitable, scientific, literary, and educational

purposes.

Section 275. The sum of $0, or so much thereof as may be
necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the Secretary of
State from the 4-H Fund for grants to the Illinois 4-H

foundation for the purpose of funding 4-H programs in Illinois.

Section 280. The sum of $15,000, or so much thereof as

may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
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Secretary of State from the Fraternal Order of Police Fund for
grants to the Illinois Fraternal Order of Police to increase
the efficiency and professionalism of law enforcement officers
in Illinois, to educate the public about law enforcement
issues, to more firmly establish the public confidence in law

to legally and more safely share the roadways.

Section 290. The sum of $3,500, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the St. Jude Children’s Research Fund
for grants to St. Jude Children’s Research Hospital for

pediatric treatment and research.

Section 295. The sum of $10,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1s appropriated to the Office of the
Secretary of State from the Ducks Unlimited Fund for grants to

Ducks Unlimited, Inc. to fund wetland protection, enhancement,
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and restoration projects in the State of TIllinois, to fund
education and outreach for media, volunteers, members, and the
general public regarding waterfowl and wetlands conservation in
the State of Illinois, and to cover reasonable cost for Ducks
Unlimited plate advertising and administration of the wetland

conservation projects and education program.

Section 300. The sum of 5200,000, or so much thereof as
may be necessary, 1is appropriated to the Secretary of State
from the Family Responsibility Fund for all costs associated
